Registration up 
despite vet. drop 


Although registration is not yet 
completed, enrollment figures al- 
ready top last year’s. This was the 
word from Alice Smith, registrar. 

Last year, 1914 students regis- 
tered at OU, one of the highest en- 
rollments in the university’s his- 
tory. This year, registration figures 
stand at 1940 with some more still 
to come. 


This is in spite of a drop in the 
number of veterans attending the 
university. Veteran enrollment 
dropped 10 to 15 per cent below 
last year. The decrease in veterans 
has been more than offset by the 
increase in non-veteran freshman. 

In 1948, there were 600 freshmen 
on the campus, About 700 fresh- 
men are enrolled this year. ,

Founders’ Day guest 


eo 
sees education need 

“The heart of life,’ Dr. Henry 
G. Harmon, president of Drake 
University, asserted Friday, “is a 
set of values that can be had only 
with higher education.” He spoke 
at the university’s Founders’ Day 
convocation. , : 

Then, at the Founders’ Day ban- 
quet in the evening, the Drake 
prexy ‘told guests that colleges are 
not preparing to meet increased en- 
roliments. 

He listed two ways to solve the 
problem: ti aS 

1, Cut college enrollments, con- 
trary to public wishes. 

. 2 Enlarge the financial -baso-of 
higher education to allow expan- 
sion in facilities. ; 

Although admitting that “the lo- 
cal tax permits a steady, certain 
base for ‘operation,’ Dr. Harmon 
stressed the need for a more flex- 
ible income. 

Because a municipal university 
serves the community, it should re- 
ceive the financial support of busi- 
ness interests, alumni and citizens, 
he declared. 

Lauds OU progress : 

Dr. Harmon cited Des Moines as 
an example. There, he said, private 
capital provided 2% million dollars 
in a campaign of less, than six 
months. 

In his morning speech, Dr. Har- 
mon pointed out two purposes 
which brought colleges into being: 
to teach vocational efficiency and 
| to teach intelligent citizenship. The 
latter, he stated, is the most impor- 
tant in American schools. 

Lauding Omaha University’s 
progress, Harmon said, “No school 
in this area has followed a pattern 
of such consistent academic 
achievement as has Omaha U.” 

Mrs. Helen Halsey Lingstrom, 
member of the Alumni Association, 
presented the university with the 
first athletic pennant used by OU. 
Dr. W. H. Thompson, dean of Arts 
and Sciences, accepted the pennant 
for the school. -

and adviser of the Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs of Grinnell Col- 
lege, Grinnell, Iowa, will be the 
second speaker for the Institute on 
World Affairs. .

Dr. Dunner has the distinction 
‘of having incurred the wrath of 
two dictators. In 1982 he was black- 
listed by Mussolini’s . government 
for his series of articles accusing 
Mussolini of having caused the 
murder of the famous Italian lib- 
eral, Mattcotti. 

In 1933 Hitler placed Dr. Dun- 
ner on the Honor Roll of the first 
100 men to be officially expatriated 
by the Nazis. This was Hitler’s an-

swer to Dr. Dunner’s articles and 
pamphlets predicting that the Nazi 
dictatorship would plunge the whole 

world into war. 

A third | dictator—Stalin—will 
not like Dr. Dunner’s newest pub- 
lication, “Soviet Imperialism and 
the United States.” 

In 1942 Dr. Dunner joined the 
Research Center for Postwar Eur- 
opean Federation at New York Un- 
iversity. And in 1943 Harvard Uni- 
versity invited Dr. Dunner to join 
the faculty of its School for Over- 
seas Administration as a special 
lecturer on area studies. 

In the summer of 1944, Dr. Dun- 
ner left Harvard to become Chief 
of the Intelligence Section of the 
Office of War Information in Lon- 
don and a member of its Policy 
Committee on Germany. After VE- 
Day, Dr. Dunner was asked by the 
Psychological Warfare Division to 
participate in the screening and li- 
censing of newspaper editors and 
publishers in the American. zone of 


“occupation. In October, 1945, he 


founded the first democratic news- 
paper in Bavaria since 1933. 

Dr, Dunner joined the Grinnell 
College faculty in 1946.
